Another shell burst on the roof of a 
physician’s house in the Rue Escrimes, 
killing two maids who were asleep up- 
stairs. 

Gne shell fel] in a garden in the Rue 
Dubarry, wounding terribly a man and 
his wife. 

Another shell fell in the barracks in 
the Rue Falcon, killing one and wound- 
ing two inmates. Fortunately the regi- 
rent stationed there just had departed. 

A child was mangled in a fashionable 
residence in the Rue de Justice. A 
policeman in the public square lost both 
his legs. 

The quarter-inch thick steel gates in 
the Rue Lausanne were perforated like 
cardboard. 

The authorities are convinced that a 
deliberate attempt was made to kill the

T the moment when fighting is in 
A Progress, which the French War 

Office, with a passion for pictur- 
esque phrase: not discernable in Rus- 
sian or British official statements, has 
declared will decide “the fate of 
France,” it is perhaps timely to ex- 
amine the strength of the respective 
forces now engaged. 

Any estimate of numbers must be 
necessarily only an approximation, any 
attempt to fix definitely the division 
into respective armies impossible, since 
only the vaguest sort of statements have 
yet come to hand as to the Germans, 
and not even theese as to the allies. 

Certain facts we do know, however. 
Thus, to take the Germans first, their 
field army in peace consists of % army 
corps, amounting to 800,000 officers and 
men. On a war footing, the normal 
strength of .a German army corps 
would be raised to 48,000, making a field 
army of slightly more than 1,000,000. 

First Line 1,600,000. 

Again, the general notion is that to 
each army corps there would be at 
once be added a reserve division. This 
would bring the war strength of the 
German first line up te 1,600,000, and 
this is the force which Germany now 
has in the field. Behind it are follow- 
ing second line troops, who will pres- 
ently come into line, but need not be 
considered now. 

Of.the 2% army corps, either five or 
six have been sent east to meet the Rus- 
sian advance. Russian and English re- 
ports agree on the larger number. 

Accepting their statement at least pro- 
visionally, Germany has, then, six army 
corps, or nearly 40,000 troops, in the 
east, and 19 army corps. or 1,200,000, in 
the west, on.the great battle line from 
Switzerland to the Straits of Dover. 

To these must be added at least two 
Austrian army corps, aggregating about 
50.000 each. In sum, then, the “German 
offensive’ may be fairly measured as 
1,800,000, at the most. 

How Is Force Dividedt 

How is this vast force—almost twice as 
great as that which crushed France in 
1870—disposed? Here the element of 
guess comes in, although reports of va- 
rious actions In Belgium have disclosed 
certain corps in action. 

Thus, the three Bavarian corps de- 
feated the French offensive toward 
Strassburg. and another German 
corps, with the two Austrian, hare 
defended Alsace. From Mets to @wit- 
serland, therefore, the (German 
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strength in the army of the Rhine 
may be reckoned at not less than 350.- 
000. 

Between Metz and Girst, that is, 
the section occupied by the army of 
the Moselle, which has been depleted 
by several army corps sent west 
across the Meuse to Belgium, there 
has been a considerable conflict about 
Neufchateau, which the Germans as- 
sert was a tremendous victory. 

In view of the magnitude of the op- 
erations described, it is possible at least 
three army corps, or 20,000, were en- 
gaged. The rumored strength of Ger- 
man forces constituting the armies of 
the Rhine and the Moselle may thus be 


counted as seven German and two Aus- | 


trian army corps, or 550,000 men. 
Subtrdct Rear Guard. 

There remain, then, 12 army corps 
which constitute the main German or- 
fensive now operating on the Sambrs 
and the Meuse against the English and 
French. But since Belgian troops are 
still in the field about Antwerp, and 
Liege holds out, it is fair to oe the 
Germans have assigned one army?! corps 
to deal’*vith these. 


At the least, their losses and thi@ir rea> 
guards must be reckoned as amounting 
to one corps. There are left. then, il 
army corps, or approximarely 700,000, for 
the great battle now going on from 
Givet to Lille. 

Against this formidable host of 1,- 
300,000 Germans, what strength can the 
allies muster? 

The standing army of France consists 
of 21 army corps of the same strength 
as the German. This would mean a 
field army of about 900,000. French army 
corps, like German, are susceptible of 
expansion, and it may be assumed that 
France has also added a reserve divi- 
sion to each corps, thus raising her 
field army to 1,300,000, assuming, as it 
is fair to do, that she has been able to 
bring over her Algerian corps. ,

expeditionary army of England is reck- 
oned at 167,000. Not lees than 100,000 
have been landed on the Continent, pos- 
sibly more, and reinforcements may be 
rent over.

The St. Petersburg correspondent 
of the Times says the Czar has is- 
sued an order dismissing the Ger- 
man and Austrian sovereigns and 
Princes from honorary colonelcies 
in Russian regiments and depriving 
them of Russian decorations. This 
action, unprecedented in European 
wars, is due to charges of inhuman 
treatment of Russian subjects by 
Germans and Austrians.

Seated at tables about the spacious 
courtyard are the miniaters and lega- 
tion staffs of nea-ly « score of nations, 
conspicuous among this assemblage «f 
diplomatists being the French and Rus- 
sian Ministers. 

Whitlock Ordered to Antwern. 

All the members of the Belgian Cabi- 
net are ‘staying at this hotel, and the 
manager informed me that the General 
Staff would arrive today, so by night the 
roof will have the distinction of covering 
the entire machinery of the Govggn- 
ment. The men attached to legations, in 
their uniforms and puttees, and the 
French ofderlies in their blue tunics and 
acariet trousers, rouse the crowd that 
hangs outside the hotel to great enthu- 
siasm whenever they appear. They are 
the visible symbols of Belgium's power- 
ful allies. Monday morning the Amer- 
ican Consul-General received cabled in- 
structions from Washington to convey 
word to Brand Whitlock, the American 
Minister, who remains at Brussels, to 
proceed immediately to Antwerp, which 
is the Belgian capita) for the time be- 
ing, and remain there, so as to keep i» 
touch with the Belgian Government. 

I offered my services to the Consui- 
General as a courier, and they prompt- 
ly were accepted. But when he re- 
quested the, Chief of Staff to make ar- 
rangements to send me through 10 
Brussels in a military motor car flying 
the American flag, he was informed 
that, as the Germans had repeatedly 
molested and fired upon flags of truce 
and Red Cross flags, there was no rea- 
son to believe they would respect the 
stars and stripes. In view of this dan- 
ger the Belgian authorities declined to 
accept any responsibility, but have 
promised to send me through the mo- 
ment reasonable safety can be assured. 
Until such time as Minister Whitlock 
can succeed in reaching Antwerp, Con- 
sul-General Diederich will perform the 
duties of Minister.

being the only foreign army officer who 
will see the war from the German side.

LONDON, Aug. 26.—The news of the 
operation of Zeppelin airships over 
Antwerp causes the greatest interest 
here and, in some quarters, even alarm.

News- 
papers and officials issue statements 
intending to calm the people, many of 
whom fully expect soon to see the sky 
overcast with German flying machines.

ier, well-known airship specialist says: 

“French airships have been doing ex- 
cellent work,\and heve so far escaped 
unscathed, although often under fire. 
One of them/ starting from Maueberg 
flew over Treves and beyond, return- 
ing safely to its shed. On the other 
hand we have bagged several Zeppe- 
lins. The reason for this apparent in- 
vulnerability of the French airships is 
simple. 

“By reason of the elasticity of our 
gas bags we can safely mgintain a 
very high altitude, beyond ordinary 
gun range. This is impossible with the 
rigid shell of the Zeppelin, which can- 
not, bear the expansion of gas, more 
particularly in this hot weather. so the 
French have a distinct advantage in 
airships."

The French now emptied 
their hail of shells upon the lower sec- 
tion of the town and under a supporting 
fire from their artillery the French in- 
fantry advanced slowly in the face of a 
stubborn resistance upon the town they 
had just evacuated, retaining several 
villages and becoming once more mas- 
ters of the line between Thuin, eight 
miles southwest of Charleroi and Metax, 

“At 6 In the evening the fighting 
ceased, both sides being thoroughly 
worn out. On the next morning, before 
dawn, the French artillery again bom- 
barded Charleroi, and once more the 
indefatigable troops of France swarmed 
on the slope toward the lower part of 
the town, recapturing the village of 
Chalatlet, Bouffioulx, Marchienne and 
Gouillet. The fighting at this stage of 
the engagement was ended by heavy 
losses on both sides. Charlerol, -which 
was in the center of the action, is an 
industrial mining district, and in the 
slag heaps of the surrounding country 
the French found admirable vantage 
ground, while, as in upper Alsace, ths 
Germans mounted mitrailleuses in ey- 
ery steeple of the town. 

City Littered With Dead. 

“In the face of a withering fire from 
the German mitrailleuses, the French 
again entered the unhappy town of 
Charleroi, and after furious fighting, 
drove the Germans in confusion across 
the Sambre River. The French entered 
the city littered with dead, battered by 
shell fire and devastated by every in- 
strument of modern war. 

‘On the outside of a dilapidated inn 
weculd be seen the figure of a German 
officer, the head bowed over a basin 
of water and the lather of soap drying 
upon the face. He had been shot while 
in the act of washing. Another officer 
lay across a table, his hand holding a 
coffee cup which he was raising to his 
lips when death found him. In every 
part of the city houses were in flames 
or smoldering. Every cellar was oc- 
cupied by terror-stricken inhabitants.” 

‘Near Charleroi,’ says another corre- 
spondent, og heard some _. stories 
of the bravery of the French soldiers 
The Germans were bombarding the city.

American Doctor at

A Post from Amsterdam says: 
“When Germans committed 
the murderous outrage of attempt-— 
ing to destroy the royal family of 
Belgium by dropping bombs ‘rom 
a Zeppelin near the royal palace in 
Antwerp, the first doctor to arrive 
on the scene was Surgeon-Major 
Seamon of the American Red 
Cross.

The 
Germans fired the town when they were 
departing. 

“As our train was about to leave the 
station, ssven Chians clattered into the 
town. The people, thinking them En- 
glish, began to welcome them when a 
patrol of French Chasseurs galloped up 
and captured the Prussians.’’ 

Bayonets as Fishpoies. 

Returntng from the front, a corre- 
spondent of the Times sends the follow- 


ing under a Paris date of last week: 
“At Mons the British troops have made 
themselves at home. Preparations for 
the city’s defense were extremely coim- 
forting in their workmanlike detail. The 
woods lurked innumerable field guns 
Everywhere in the town confidence was 
dominant.

The next.day the correspondent pro- 
ceeded to Tournai, where he found the 
populace in great alarm. Six German 
cavalrymen motored into the town and 
inquired whether there were any French 
soldiers. They were told that there were 
none, but later in the day French troops 
entered the place and killed the six 
Germans. The next morning a large 
force of Germans attacked the town and 
was repulsed. 

Proceeding to Valenciennes, the corre- 
spondent found that troop trains filled 
with British soldiers were contfnually 
arriving there. The British officers 
were in absolute possession of the re- 
freshment bars, and no food was ob- 
tainable. |

(The ‘aest definite information regarding 
Namur was received yesterday in a wireless 
dispatch to the Associated Press from Ber- 
lin, saying that it was announced officially 
that the city of Namur and five of its farts 
had been captured by the Germans, and the 
bombardment of the four other forts con- 
tinued.) 


LONDON, Aug. %.—The report that 
the City of Namur and its defending 
forts had fallen was denied here last 
night. 

A more cheerful air pervades London 
as the news from the front seems more 
favorable. 


The report, which is now said to have 


been false, was issued under a misap- 
prehension. If was made public at 4:35 
o'clock Monday afternoon and contained 
only the bare statement, without indi- 


cating whether the enemy had taken 
the forts or the city itself. 
Experts Could Not Bellewe it. 

The fall of Namur was reported by 
military experts here as incomprehensi- 
ble, but the report was accepted as au- 
thentic because it was issued by the 
Official News Bureau of the Britisa 
War Office. 

According to a dispatch from Paris. 
the Temps of last evening published a 
telegram from Lille, saying the report 
that Namur had fallen lacked confirma- 
tion. The Lille dispatch was dated 
Aug. 23. Belgians arriving from that 
place were quoted as saying that one of 
the most advanced forts of Namur was 
either blown up or taken by assault, and 
from that incident arose the report that 
Namur itself had fallen. The other 
forts were still intact and were being 

vigorously and © effectively defended. 
when the dispatch was sent. 

The correspondent of the Times, wh> 
has been on the battlefield earlier in tha 
fighting, says he met; a few miles out- 
side of Phillippeville, a Belgian officer 
and the Paymaster-General of Namur.

. Net Resisted in the Town. 

The story continues: “The Germans 
entered the town without encountering 
much resistance. Fort Dave at the 
southeast of the town and Fort Wepion 
on the opposite side of the Meuse, and 
the line of forts to the north, still re- 
sist. 

“In spite of the elaborate prepara- 
tions with wire entanglements, through 
which was passed an electrical current 
of 1500 volts, and the liberal use of 
broken glass, Namur fell into the hands 
of the Germans Sunday. 

“The Belgians evacuated the town in 
an orderly manner. All rolling stock 
and motor cars were removed, and the 
station master left on the last locomé- 
tive with the railway cash box under 
his arm. The Belgian troops, number- 
ing about 3000, passed under the protec- 


the French lines.” 

The correspondent adds: “Thus the 
Germans have done much to win mas- 
tery over the two banks of the Meuse, 
almost as far as Dinant. They, how- 
ever, left behind them six of the eight 
forts of Namur, which it is expected 
will yet cause them considerable an- 
noyance.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 26.—Great Brit- 
ain, through its Ambassador, Sir Cecil 
Arthur Spring-Rice, has informed the 
United States that his Government will 
‘nterpose no objections to the acquisi- 
tion by this Government of any ships 
it can purchase. The acquiescence of 
the British Government is based, how- 
ever, on the fact that the United States 
wive assurances that the purchases are 
rona fide and not subterfuges. 

The Ambassador was assured that 
there was no intention of buying vessels 
for any reason other than to admit 
ihem honestly to registry under the 
United States registry laws.

Department and Ambassador Spring-

It is known that Counsellor Lansing’s 
attentior war~drawn to the provisions 
laid down by the international naval 
cunference signed at London on Feb. 23, 
1909.

It is instructive and interesting now, 
before fresh great events and a new sit- 
uation obliterate the old impressions, to 


put on record how things seemed to 
some of us before the blow fell. 

A mental position often seems aaeree:. 
ible when looked back to from soire 
new standpoint. I am one of those who! 
were obstinate in refusing to recognize 
Germany's intentions. I argued. I 
wrote. I joined an Anglo-German 
friendship society. I did everything - 
could for the faith that was in me. 


Bernhardi’s Book Changed Him. 
, But early last year my views under- 


went a complete change, and I realized 
that I had been wrong and that the 
thing which seemed too crazy, tov 
wicked to be true, actually was true. 
What brought about my change of view 
was reading Bernhardi’s book on Ger- 
many and the next war. Up to then 
I- had imagined all this saber-rattling 
to be a sort of boyish exuberance on tha 
part of a robust young nation which 
had a fancy to clank about the worid 
in jackboots. Some of it also came, as 
it seemed to me, from a perfectly nat- 
ural jealousy, and some as the result of 
the preachings of those extraordinary 
professors whose idiotic distribes have 
done so much to poison the minds of 
young Germans. 

This was clear enough; but I could 
not believe there was a conspiracy 
hatching for a world war in which the 
command of the sea would be chal- 
lenged as well as that of the land. No 
motive seemd to me to exist for so 
monstrous an upheaval, and no prize to 
await Germany if she won which could 
at all balance her enormous risks if 
she lost. Besides, one imagined that 
civilization and Christianity did stand 
for something, and it was inconceiv- 
able that a nation with pretensions to 
either one or the other could at this 
date. in. the. world’s history lend itself 
to a cold-blooded, barbarous conspiracy 
by which it built up its strength for a 
number of years, with the intention of 
falling at the fitting moment upon its 
neighbors without any cause of quarrel 
save a general desire for aggrandize- 


Tried to Make Others See. 


All this I could not bring myself to 
believe. _But I read Bernhardi’s book; 
then I could not help .believing. I 
wrote an article in the hope that others 
who had been as blind as myself might 
also come to see the truth. For who 
was Bernhardi? He was not an irre- 
sponsible journalist nor a hot-headed 
FPan-German monomaniac. He was one 
of the most popular - officers in the 
German army. He had written several 
of the standard works upon tactics. he 
moved in high circles and might be ex- 
pected to know exactly what their sen- 
timents were. And here was a book 
addressed to his own countrymen, in 
which those sentiment were set forth. 

You could not set such a document 
aside or treat it as one of no account. 
As I said at the time we should be mac 
if we did not take very serious notice 
of the warning. But the strange thing 
is that there should have been a warn- 
ing. There is a quaint simplicity in the 
German mind which has shown itselz 
again and again in recent events. But 
this was surely the supreme example of 
it! One would imagine that the fact 
the beok cOuld be translated and read 
by his intended victims had never oc- 
curred to the author! 

As a famous soldier, it ifs impossible to 
believe that he was not in touch with 
his generai staff, and he outlined a pol- 
icy which has some reason therefore to 
be looked upon as an official one. It 
was as bright a performance as though 
some one on Lord Roberts’ staff had 
written a description _of the Peerdeverg 
flank march and sent it to Gen. Cronie 
some weeks before it was carried out. 

And yet this was not an isolated ex- 
ample, for Von Tidelsheim, who actually 
belongs to this amazing general staff, 
published a shorter sketch setting fo'th 
how his country would deal with the 
United States—an essay which is an ex- 
traordinary example of bombastic ig- 
norance. Such indiscretions can only 
be explained as manifestations «f an 
inflated” national arrogance which has 
blown itself up into the conviction that 
Germany was so sure of winning it 
mattered little whether her opponents 
were upon their guard ¢r not.

There will be vast efforts and occa- 
sional disappointments will await us. 

It seems to me 
absolutely impossibie that it should be 
long. The temper of the times will not 
brook ,slow measures nor will the enor- 
mous financial strain upon Germany be 
tolerated indefinitely.

The attitude of the Democratic party 
of Missouri with respect to home rule 
legislation for St. Louls was condemned 
in the platform adopted by the Repub- 
lican State convention in final session at 
the Marquette Hotel today. 

It was charged by the Republicans 
that, while the last General Assembly 
enacted laws providing for home rule 
for St. Louis and the other larger cities, 
the Democrats, as soon as a Republican 
Mayor was elected in St. Louis, caused 
the suspension of the laws by invoking 
the referendum. The convention reiter- 
ated its advocacy of home rule legisla- 
tion for the large cities. 

Most of the delegates to the conven- 
tion went home last night, there beirx 
Only members of the Platform Commit- 
tee and a few delegates present when 
Chairman Akins called the convention to 
order at noon. The Republicans waited 
until they had read the Democratic 
State platform before completing theirs. 


Democratic Tariff Criticised. 

The platform criticised the Underwood 
tariff law, charging that it had demor- 
alized business conditions and thrown 
more than 1,000,000 persons out of em- 
ployment; criticised the new currency 
legislation and condemned the Demo- 
crats for th@ir lack of adherence to civil 
service, particularly in the postal and 
diplomatic service.

SEATTLE, Wash., Aug. 2%.—Ten lives 
Were lost today when the steel passen- 
ger-steamship Admiral Sampson of the 
Pacific Alaska Navigation Co. was 
rammed and sunk by the Canadian Pa- 
cifie passenger steamship Princess Vic- 
toria. There were % passengers and a 
crew of 65 on board the Admire) Samp- 
son.’ 

‘The collision occurred off Point No 
Point, 2 miles north of Seattle, at 6:30 
lo'clock this morning, during a fog and 
thick*® smoke from forest fires. The 
Princess Victoria brought the survivors 
to Séattle. 

Eight of the lost were members of the 
crew and two were passengers. 

The dead ameng the crew are: Capt. 
Z.-8. Moore, Third Officer L. Cocams, 
W.. R. Ricker, first wireless operator; 
Miss M. Campbell, stewardess; Seaman 
S- Marquette, Watchman A. Sater, Chief 
Engineer Allen J. Noon and J. B. Wil- 
liams, @ méss boy. 

When the collision took place the oll 
tank exploded and J. Byrne, a passen- 
ger, was covered with flame. He was 
rescued alive and died just as the Prin- 
cess Victoria arrived at Seattle.

Goodnow testified that he met Tucker 
about seven years ago in the office of 
the now defunct Nicholls-Ritter Real 
Estate Co., in which Goodnow formerly 
was interested, and that last March he 
called on Tucker and suggested the erec- 
tion of an apartment house on Tucker's 
Von Versen avenue property.
